Kuergetic Steps Taken to Pi-otoot 


American Interests by Ad- 


miral Beiiliam. 


LONDON, January 30,—Dispatches from 


I tii) ?ay that at 10 o'clock this morning 
Admiral Da (Jamil having opened tire on 
one of tlic American war ships, a sharp 
engagement followed, with tlie result 
that 1*3 Gama surrendered. 


lU-ESos Aviuw, January 30.—It is re- 


ported here that affairs at Rio Janeiro 
are in a most critical situation. Heavy 
firim-. is reported. 
It is ateo said tbat 


I'nited States war vessels liave been en- 
gaued with the result, according to one 
report, that Admiral Da Gama surren- 
dered. According to another, he with- 
drew his ships from llio bay. These re- 
ports ure nut confirmed, but there seems 
to he no doubt that serious events are 
happening there, and that the Ameri- 
can admiral has taken energetic steps to 
protect American interests. The latest 
report is that Da l-iama is a prisoner in 
the hands of I'eixoto. It is also reported 
that an insurgent mail of war tired on 
the American licet and that the hitter 
returned the. compliment. 


WASHINGTON-, January 30.—There is 


manifest apprehension in the navy de- 
partment of a serious collision at Itio. 
There is excellent authority for the as- 
sertion that a sharp exchange between 
United States ships and insurgent ves- 
sels occurred ""yesterday. Men who 
know Admiral Benham assert that if the 
Brazilians tired on hia ship there would 
be no half way work in his reply. Sec- 
retary Herbert, wheu shown Associ- 
ated "Press dispatches that Da Gama 
had surrendered, 
he 
was evidently 


much startled, and said his dispatches 
did not contain this information. It is 
understood here, though ollicinl corroh- 
oration cannot be secured, that firing . 
has taken place between Admiral Hen- j 
hum of the United Suites fleet In Kid 
Janeiro harbor and the insurgents, but 
who first fired cannot be learned. It is 
positively known tint the situation is 
serious and even critical.

Rio JANEIKO, January 30.—The Amer- 


ican ship Amy was escorted into the 
harbor Monday morning by the United 
States cruiser Detroit. As a precaution 
against possible aggressive action on the 
part of the insurgents the cruisers New 
York, Charleston and Newark were as- 
signed to watch the actions of Da Gam- 
ma's ship Aqiiidahan, while the Detroit 
and San Francisco were signalled to 
Uiky positione near Trajano and Guana 
Bara. 
These 
precautions 
certaily 


proved effective, and the insurgents, in 
the face of such a formidable array of 
American vessels, made but a feeble at- 
tempt to hinder the Amy's progress to 
the wharf. No gun? were opened upon 
her by Da Gamma's vessels, and as a 
matter o! course the American vessels 
did not lire upon the insurgent ships. 
The insurgent protest consisted of this: 
As the Amy got abreast of the (.innna- 
bara, a marine on l-he last named vessel 
aimed a musket at her and lired. Two 
musket shots were fired atthcGunna- 
bara and Trajano from the Amy's escort, 
the Detroit, in return. This was all the 
firing done during the Amy's trip, and 
it was enough. All opposition ceased 
at once, and the use of heavy guns was 
not considered necessary at any time. 
At a later hour Da Gamma conferred 
wit.li his oHirers upon the, advisability of 
surrendering to the Detroit in conse- 
quence of the inus-kut shuts fired. 


He was disuaded from doing so, but it 


is t.honcht possible, that he may yet de 
cide to surrender to the American com- 
mander. No doubt Da Guma is in a 
bad way. 
The proposed compromise 


has been refused by Peixotto'a jtovern- 
ment und it seems to 
be only a 


matter of time when he will have to 
jjive up the struggle. Complications in 
the insurgents' situation bus been in- 
creased by the nb&ence nf De Mello. The 
failure of the latter admiral to arrive 
here to givfi assistance to the insurgent 
Jieet has given rise to a report that he 
is dead. Commanders of sixteen war- 
ships 
here, including five American 


and four English and French, have, sent 
a message to Admiral Benham congratu- 
lating him upon his prompt action. 
The Austrian commander cleared his 
ship and made ready to help the Ameri- 
can Admiral in case help was necessary. 


LONDON, January 30.—Leading news- 


papers generally commend the action of 
Admiral lienham in Rio harbor. 
The 


Standard says the blockade 1ms been 
broken up, EO far aa American vessels 
are. concerned, and recommends th.it 
Uenbam's example he generally fol- 
lowed bv other iiuvul ofiicers at Rio. 


The Telegraph says: "There will be 


a very general sympathy with Ameri- 
cans in the determination not to permit 
commerce to be absolutely crippled by 
the wanton and fratricidal Brazilian 
struggle.1' 


WASHINGTON-, January 30.—At a late 


hour tonight the following details from 
official advices of the navy department 
are learned concerning incidents on the 
SUthittKio: Previous to the 29th Ad- 
miral Benham had communicated with 
Da Gamma, warning him against firing 
upon American ships, and refusing to 
allow the insurgent commander's excuse 
that he had given warning concerning 
where- the danger line was. Command- 
ers of three. American ships having 
signified a desire to go to the wharves 
on the morning of the 20th, the Ameri- 
can admiral sent won! that he would 
convey them, and also sent word to D:t 
Gamma to that effect. 


Two 'ships were conveyed to the 


•wharves by the Detroit, insurgent war- 
ships following them. 
When nearly at 


the wharf and ivhile a tug was taking a 
cable ashore, the insurgent warships 
opened fire, sending a volley of muaket 
shot under the bow of the tug. The De- 
troit answered with a wurninc shot, and 
the insurgent ship then sent a shot over 
the Detroit. The Detroit in reply aent a 
shell which reached a portion of the 
stern of the insurgent ship, doing little 
damage. 
The insurgent commander 


then fired in warning a broadside to lee- 
ward in an opposite direction from 
•which the Detroit lay. 
This waa an- 


swered by another shot from the De- 
troit. The insurgents signaled that un- 
less the Detroit ceased firing they (in- 
surgents) would pink the American flhip. 
The language used by the American ad- 
miral in answer to this signal woe ol 
such a nature that the incident closed 
for that day, and the ships were allowed 
to land.

ME JANEIRO, January 30.—The 


following statement has been made to 


the Associated Press correspondent by 
Admiral lienham, commander of the 
ITiiittd States llti-t in this harbor. The 
insurgent forces on Cobras island hist 
Friday iired upon a ship (lying the 
United States flag. 1 protested to Ad- 
mind Da Gama against such action and 
hiti response was that he had warned 
the commander of the ship when at the 
bar at Kioastothe whereabouts of the 
danger line.

island and guns of the insurgent war- 
ship Trajano opened h're Saturday upon 
the hark agate, a vesstl hailing front 
New York. I warned Da Gama at once 
that if the fire was repeated I would 
lire back. 1 also warned him that if he 
touched an American ship or American 
gooda I would consider him a pirate. 1 
told him 1 would protect American 
property from the lire of hia guns and 
that I should retaliate, upon him for any 
damage done unless it was entirely ap- 
parent the damage was due to chance 
shots. Admiral Benham says he noti- 
fied Da Gama unofficially. 


Rm JANEIRO, January 31 .—The action 


of Admiral Benham in protecting Amer- 
ican ships has had a salutary effect. 
English and merchant ships of other 
nationalities are now coming up to the 
wharves without any sigu of molesta- 
tion by the insurgent ships. Ben hum's 
bold stand is generally applauded. All 
foreigners are delighted with the result 
of the American admiral's conduct. 
Commanders of foreign fleets held a 
conference today to discuss the action of 
Benham, and resolutions were adopted 
fully indorsing the course pursued. Da 
Guma feels aggrieved at Bcnlitun. He 
sent a letter to the American admiral 
today protesting against the ostentatious 
manner in -which the American com- 
mander had humiliated him, and says 
he will yield for a time to superior force, 
but that as he was compelled to allow 
American ships to come to the wharves, 
be has otfiVially notified representatives 
of all other nations that- they may do 
the same. Be declares the insurgents 
have held the harbor for five months, [ 
and says that if shore batteries fire on ; 
him he will be unable to reply for fear 
i 


of hurting neutral ships, and will also be 
unable to protect hid men. Da Gama 
also aent a letter to the ollicers in con- 
ference to discuss Hen ham'a action, ask- 
ing that he might be permitted to bom- 
bard the city withbut notice. No an- 
swer was sent to him, but Benham said 
later to the Associated Press correspond- 
ent that he would grant the insurgent 
admiral permission to bombard the city, 
but would require forty-eight hours' no- 
li' e to be given, so that non-combatants 
would, be able to seek shelter. 


LU.VIH-N, January 31.—The British ad- 


mirality oilice this moaning received a 
dispati-h from the British admiral at 
Rio, confirming the Associated Press in- 
terview with Admiral Beuham, except 
that the British admiral said that the 
Americans were the first to open fire. 


BrH\os AvRE3, January 31.—A dis- 


patch from Jiio says insurgents are pre- 
paring for a vigorous attack on Juntos 
and Taulo. The news of the firing be- 
tween United States warships and the 
insurgent, vessels seems to have been 
greatly exaggerated. Dispatches here 
eay only signal eliots were exchanged, 
and none were fired in real earnest. 
The insurgents feel greatly discouraged 
at Admiral Da Uama's practical sur- 
render to the United States.aduiiral. It 
is reported that the younger ollicers 
favor having him replaced by a more 
energetic commander.

Sherman 
fulluwed, severely criticised the attacks 
on the credit of the nation and main* 
tamed that the secretary had full au- 
thority to issue bonds.

Tuesday that a final vote be taken on 
the election bill. 


This has been a Geld day in the house. 


The opponents of the income tax had 
three opportunities. Covert and liart- 
lett of New York and Jones of Ohio, 
Democrats, presented strong opposition 
along with the liepublicuns, but it re- 
mained for Burke Cockran to eclipse all 
speeches he has ever made in congress. 
Jiryan of Nebraska closed the debate 
fur the day in defense of the income tax, 
and he, too, made an eloquent speech. 


At the night session of the house 


the entire evening was devoted 
to 


discussion of the income tax. Combs 
and Ilendrix (Dem.) of New York op- 
posed it, while Dearmond (Dem.), New 
lersey, Tucker (1'em.), Virginia, Madox 
'Dem.), Georgia, Wheeler (Dem.), Ala- 
uima, and Davis (Pop.), Kansas, in- 
dorsed it. Lucas (Uep.), South Dakota 
opposed the entire tariff measure, ' 
eluding the income tax. feature. 


WASHIXUTO.X, January 31.—The 


ternal revenue bill was placed as a rider 
upon the tariff bill in the house this 
\fternoon by a vote of 175 to G4. The 
entire day was spent in consideration of 
amendments to various internal revenue 
'catures. 
The principal light came 


,tpnn the proposal to increase the tax 
upon whisky from 90 cents to $1, and to 
extend the bonded period from three to 
eight years. 
These provisions, espe- 


cially the one looking to the increase ol 
the bonded period, were bitterly op- 
posed upon both sides of the house, and 
despite the opposition the proposition to 
extend the bonded period to eight years 
was stricken out, while the increase el 
the tax from 90 cents to $1 was allowed 
to stand. Kentucky members say thifa 
will bring ruin and disaster to the 
whisky interests of their state. Ken- 
tucky alone has over 85,000,000,OJ30 gal- 
lons of whisky in bond upon which the 
Lax will be increased without giving 
them, tae benefit of an extension of the 
bonded period. 


Omy one other amendment of import- 


ance to the internal revenue features ol 
the bill was carried. It was the provis- 
ion to extend the operation of the in- 
come tax to all money and personal 
property given or bequeathed by inher- 
itance. This, it is estimated, will in- 
crease the revenue about $3,000,000. 
After the disposal ot the internal reve- 
nue amendments a row occurred ovei 
the amendments to the barley schedule 
pending fast Saturday, and by dint of 
maneuvering Lockwood, who is oppos- 
ing them, managed to prevent a. vote 
until the hour for recess arrived. At 12 
o'clock tomorrow, According to the spe- 
cial order, the tariff bill will be reported 
to the house. Three hours will be al- 
lowed for closing debate, one and a hall 
hours on enc.h side. Reed will make 
ttie closing speech for his side, and 
Speaker Crisp and Chairman Wilson 
will close for the Democratic side. At 
3 o'clock ;i vote will tw> taken upon the 
bill and pending amendments. 


Whiting offered an amendment to 


give producers east an opportunity to 
fortify wine with California grape spir- 
its. The amount of beet or cane sugai 
that could bo added to wine was in- 
creased from 4 to 10 per cent. The 
amendment was agreed to. A semi- 
official estimate made by Wilson 111 
some friends on the committee gives the 
bill thirty-four majority, divided as fol- 
lows: Democrats 132, Populists 11:

The commis- 
sion svsteiu has secured greater iirm- 
ne=s to the market and better prices 
than would have been possible any- 
other way. Tbe packers, with their 
facilities for commanding eastern capi- 
tal, have helped the growers to ready 
money and held as many raisins out of 
tbe market as has been wise to hold; 
tbev have every business consideration 
to urge them to do the best they possi- 
blv- can lor their customers. 


They are not thieves or rascals, and 


the efforts they are making to get their 
customers out well, deserve commend- 
ation nnd not censure. Those men who 
are talking about banging and drowning 
commission men are the very ones who, 
last year, broke up the only movement 
that baa promised successful co-oper- 
ation to sustain prices; and if the raism 
growers follow them they will repeat 
the following illustrated in the fable in 
which the body of a snake rebelled 
against the head, and consented to fol- 
Ked the tail. The tail being blind 
and altogether without sense, dragged 
the snake through tho mire and over 
sharp stones, anil finally drowned body, 
head and tail in the sea. 
The men who curse the packers today 


cursed them when they paid live cents 
a pound for raisins. The men and iiruis 
who have striven to do well for their 
customers and pay their bills will be in 
any plan which promises success for the 
year to come.

Philadelphia milk consumers may 


nrobably bo interested in an experiment 
of the farmers of the Schuylkill valley. 
whence that city receives large quantities 
of iis milk. Recently increased ship- 
ments of milk havo been made. Wheat, 
iu round figures, sells at less than 6.1 
cents, and owing to iis low price muny 
farmers are chopping theirs mid feeding 
t to cattle. They say that bran u a 
cent a pound, corn nenrlyaccnt a pound, 
oats a cent n pound, and wheat a cent a 
pound, and that, as wheat bos at least 
one-third more milk producing qualities, 
it is cheaper at present prices to feed it 
than corn or anything else. 


By actual test it was learned tnat GO 


pounds of wheat make more milk and ot 
better quality than the same quantity of 
corn or almost any other class of feed, 
and it is stated that since Schuylkill val- 
ley shippers are feeding wheat to their 
cows their milk is pronounced of ahighor 
standard of excellence. Farmers say that 
they cannot afford to raise -wheat for 
flonrmakiug purposes unless they get 90 
cents to $1 a bushel. —Reading Cor. Phil- 
adelphia Ledger.

A CHARITABLE 
SUPPOSITION 


It is charitable to Justice Brewer of

appearance. Republicanism, unless you 
Riiard it, may creep out of its case like 
a Bnake out Of its ebin. You may have 
a despotism in the name of a democracy.' 
In this country we began a. century ag.j 
as a democracy: we have ended as a 
plutocracy. The average yearly income 
of lifty of the richest English lords is 
$450,000. The average annual income 
of tiftv of the richest citizens of tho 
United States is nearly $2,000,000. 


"The intelligent citizen has read in 


learned books the laws by which the in- 
dustrial world is said to tc governed. 
He has studied the theory of supply and 
demand, of tlie freedom of contract for 
labor, the perfected, scientific scheme of 
human commerce under which every 
man is said to find his place- and all 
things work for the greatest possible 
good in the best of possible worlds. 
Then, by taking a morning newspaper 
be finds that iu a single year there are 
10 000 strikes and lockouts of working-

i>or, beggars for employment at tlie feet 
of capital—tlie modern serfs of steam 
ind eteel. H is estimated that nearly a 
quarter of a million American citizens 
are every year thrown by the relentless 
competition of capital from independent 


:cupationa into the ranks oE tlie wage 
inters. 
The lecturer diagnosed the disease 


from which the people were suffering as 
the fongestion of wealth in a few hands. 
\Ve are Buffering from an excess of cor- 
porations, capitalists, speculators, syn- 
dicates, monopolists, millionaires and 
trusts. The remedies he proposed were 
a tax on unused land, the taking of the 
railroads and telegraphs for the use of 
the people. This has been done iu other 
countries and can be dooe here. He 
also recommended that the mineral re- 
sources of tlie nation be resolved to the 
public wealth, that every city and town 
in the country seue from the grasp of 
private monopoly the use and control or 
its public works—water, gas and trans- 
portation . Co-operation and a gradrd 
income tax were also recommended. 
The speaker, after calling attention to 
the necessity of not delaying the appli- 
cation of these remedies, clo?ea hid lec- 
ture with an eloquent peroration.

he Mexican line. 
The goods are pur-

delivered here. 
Tlio wooden boxes are 


discarded, and tho goods subjected to 
lydranlic pressure and baled. 
Each 


iale contains about 30 pieces, or half the 
mimberot1 an ordinary dry goods case. 


The goods are then shipped to Tex- 


as, and all marks removed. 
When all 


arranged, snmo mght tho littlo bales 


aro slung acruss tho backs of mules, 
,wo hales to each animal, and with nn 
armed escort tho train proceeds over tho 
joriler to sumo distributing point in 
\Ic.\ico, where the goods are sold to Mex- 
ican traders fit u good profit.

getting in return for its dry goods, 
ivhich are tho most easily handled, cheap 
Mexican coffee and cigars."—N«w York 
Herald.

Across the Ran Joaquin we were in Ma- 
dera county, and then almost a straight 
Btretcb of "road for a dozen miles to the 
intersection of the Madera and Fresno 
Flats road in the foothills. This is the 
main direct wagon road from Fresno to 
Yosemite ami the Maripoaa bip trees, 
and wonld be a boon to toulists if kept 
in good order; but for some reason or 
other is evidently entirely ^neglected. 
Possibly Madera county doss not wish 
to invite inspection; maybe they nre 
Batisfied with present attainment—at all 
events such a road will have a tendency 
to repel inquirers or intelligent settlers.

Making inquiries, "— ~- - 
we were Informed that no work had tue tbl"8- 
been done on the road, and that last 
spring for two months no loaded team 
went tbe length of the road, but deviated 
about two miles out- of their way to go 
to Fresno. It has been surmised that if 
the road led to Madera it might have 
been put iu good condition. 


After a very tedious -trip over such 


roads we arrived safely at our mountain 
borne. 
Thinking over matters philo- 


sophically we arrived at fbe conclusion 
that the interests of Madera and Fresno 
counties emphatically require a revolu- 
tion in road building and that a com- 
prehensive and extensive system r,f 
building good, durable county roads, 
wonld conduce more to tbe general -wel- 
fare than anything else; and that a neg- 
lect to do so will prove a serious hin- 
drance to advancement.

They Believe in Protection 
to 


American Labor. 


.-on KBITHI.IC.IX :— I am frequently 


asked thf question, "What is the posi- 
tion of tbe Populists on the 
tariff? 


This can only lie answered by inference, 
as the party has never stated its views 
directly in the matter. As it is an ill- 
dustruil party, contending for regula- 
tions lhat will yield to tbe masses tlie 
best profits from production, and is bit- 
terly opi»o=ed to monarchies or aristoc- 
racies at home or abroad, and ia asking 
for tbe surrender of all special privil- 
eges iu those things that tho public are 
dependent on which are now in private 
bands, it is certainly plain to all that 
this wonld necessarily imply a policy of 
protection against pauper labor or its 
product. Again, as the rich monopolists 
of Wall street have always been the 
upostlf? of free trade and free importa- 
tion of di'sr:»lfil labor, it is hardly pos- 
sible lhat ibe Populists could accept 
such an alliance.

After an overture, 
consisting of a medley of Scotch aire

She bade me sing the loves, 
the joys, the rural scenfs and rural 
pleasures of my native soil in my native 
tongue. 1 tuned my wild i,rtless notes 
as she inspired.' 
"Helms given us tlie greatest war 


ode of all time in the 'lire eyed fury of 
'Scots Wlia Hae',' the most perfect 
hymn of brotherhood in 'Auld Lang 
Syne ' and in 'Ye Banks and Braes of 
Bouuy Doun' an ideal love song, unsur- 
passed. That, you will admit, is an 
unique record. But, -n ith simple lovers 
ol the bard among his countrymen, his 
orandest claim rests on that enduring 
sense of common kinship which he 
awoke among us and the very mention 
of his name suffices to rouse into flame. 
Greatly as we delighted and gloried m 
his work, our strongest feelings went 
out to the man ; and while otueis dis- 
cussed and criticised his work we were 
thinking of Robbie Burns— not alone 
the ploughman, poet, patriot or demo- 
crat, but that which included 
and 


summed them all-'the fully unfolded 
man,' the 'gentleman who drew his 
patent direct from Almighty boil. 


"Now this very affection for Burns on 


the part oi bis countrymen aud the in- 
terest surrounding everything connected 
with him had not always resulted in jus- 
tice to his reputation. It had evoked a 
minuteness of inquiry into everything 
in, or bearing on, his hie such as few 
of us would like to submit, to. Talk 
about 'the fierre light which beats upon 
a throne,' what was that to the flashing 
electric searchlight of modern BCientifle 
bioirranhy, supplemented by the farth- 
ing dips oi those who pry and burrow 
into the nooks and cnumuaof dead 
men's lives? Then again, there was the 
imaginative reminiscence man, who told 
us all be ever said, or did, or wrote, and 
if we would believe, it, a great deal that 
he never did, or said, or wrote. But, after 
all, what does it come to? To measure 
the matter with even approximate fair- 
ness, we must put ourselves m Burns 
place and at burns' time; a place abso- 
lutely unique in the degree and persis- 
tence of its temptation and a tune when 
there was probably not a conscious tee- 
totaller in Great Britan— when, at all 
events, there was a supposed dignity in 
drunkeness. 
"It is not, however, necessary to ac- 


cept the cynicism that 'all virtue is the 
absence oi temptation' in order to de- 
fend the bard on tl.is point; rather, I 
think, is there ground for admiration 
in the determined, and often for long 
periods, successful resistance which lie 
offered to the insidious aud many- 
headed temptation by which he was 
surrounded. As to another and more 
serious charge which had been made 
acainet Burns' character, I claim, if lie 
is to be judged, hu should be judged as 
a whole. 
"Here we have a man, a peerless 


man, a warm-hearted, impulsive, .im- 
passioned man, of a grateful, loving, 
impressionable and responsive nature, 
starting from the humblest root, abso- 
lutely untutored in the world's ways, 
plunged into abnormal surroundings, 
sore tried in the 
lire of adversity, 


which, if it purifies the 
substance, 


nearly always sears and scars the sur- 
face- and we know that this man was a 
mod and devoted friend, a good and 
dutiful son, a good and generous broth- 
er a good and attentive husband, a good 
and affectionate lalher^of how many 
can we say as much? Who ol us can 
afford to throw a stone at such a charac- 
ter? I ask, who are we, to judge of a 
nature whose complex impulses are as 
far removed Irom our ken as the stars.'

The gold that is obtained by the Hale 
of theee l*nds can l>e withdrawn at will 
from tbe treasury by the bond purchas- 
ers. I'nder the infamous rule of giving 
the option to the payee, all the goM 
lords will have to do to ret-over ihe yel- 
low inetal which they pave in exchange 
for the bonds is to rush in an equal 
amount of government paper ior re- 
demption. 
After depositing the bonds 


in the treasury and receiving 90 per 
cent o! their face value in national bank 
notes, these latter can be exchanged in 
the open market for other forms of cur- 
rency redeemable in gold on demand. 
The'treasury will thus in tbe course 
of events be in the same fix as 
now. Wall street will have as much 
inoiievandaa mnoh gold as it has at 
present, with the additional advantage 
of possessing $50,000,000 of government 
bonds on which the people must pay 
Wall street 3 per cent interest. Tins is 
wholly an unexaggerated statement of 
the case. The treasury department long 
aco entered into partnership with tbe 
gold lords, who in many instances are 
only agents of the moneyed aristocracy 
of Ennlnnd, and the affairs of tbe firm 
are bein» conducted iu the interest of 
all the partners. 11 ill tho case 01 a run 
on the treasury ior gold ior export or 
for speculative purposes the option 
should be exercised of paying half in 
Biker,"the run would be checked. This 
is as plain as anything can be. It is 
equally plain that the treasury has a 
right to paV not only hah, but «ll, 
in silver, since the redeemable paper 
is expressly

Mean 
time there id a shipload of unused silvei 
in the treasury doing nobody any good 
The poliuv of paying in gold isprctendet 
to be pursued in the interest of a paritj 
between tbe metals; but whai kind of a 
paritv is it that is maintained only m 
the p'raclical disuse of silver? Parity i 
not the name of it; it is a fraud. The 
present situation was foretold by some 
of the ablest writers on bimetallism 
away back in May of last year.

tize silver contemplated for Us seque 
iiot only tbe issuing of governmeu 
bonds, but a contraction of the currencj 
by wiping out $46,000,000 in greenbacks 
Whether this alleged part of the con 
splraey will be carried out remains to b 
seen.
